OUR TENTH ANNIVERSARY 

Next week is the tenth anniversary of the 
Hamptons Subway Newsletter getting broad 
exposure by being published in Dan’s Papers. 
It’s really an interesting story about how it came 
about. Eleven years ago, Hamptons Subway’s 
Commissioner—retired Governor Hugh Carey 
was Commissioner at that time—ordered the 
printing of a Hamptons Subway weekly newsletter 
about the internal goings on with the company. 


He set out 10,000 copies each week in piles at all 
14 token booths on the system. It was soon found 
that almost nobody ever read it and the piles of 
the newsletters snapped up but then thrown to 
the platform floors needed sweeping up.

Now, ten years later, it continues 
to be published in Dan’s Papers and though 
still nobody reads it there are far more readers 
who don’t. Anyway, our current commissioner 
Bill Aspinall lifted a glass of rosé wine with the 
current CEO of Dan’s Papers Steve McKenna and 
together, they dipped matzah into the wine and 
ate and drank. 


EASTER

LOCAL ADVOCATES PROTECT HISTORIC 
SAG HARBOR POTHOLE 
Hamptons Police responded to a large gathering 
of protestors blocking a local work crew from 
filling what some are calling a “historic pothole” 
in Sag Harbor on Monday. The Hamptons 
Community Action Council (CAC) group managed 
to push off municipal repair efforts with a similar 
demonstration that lasted more than three weeks 
in 2014, but police say the Department of South 
Fork Highways and Byways will not give in so 
easily this time.. 

“The Hamptons Municipal Board will not 
be deterred,” Hamptons Police Department 


spokesman Larry Hirsch said this week. “The 
CAC is a powerful adversary, no doubt,” he 
continued, adding, “They guarded that pothole 
24/7 for 23 days straight several years ago, 
and the Board eventually relented, but they’re 
now willing to deploy the full strength of our 
department’s resources and_ jurisdiction, 
including the option to take the street 
by force.” 

Just as they did five years ago, CAC President 
Rip Winters says his organization will keep 
a round the clock vigil at the Madison Street 
pothole “until the Municipal Board and police 
see sense.” Winters’ late father, Merle Winters, 
was among the most outspoken protectors of the 
pothole and, the CAC president says, “It was my 
dad’s dying wish to see this piece of Sag Harbor 
history protected at all costs.” 

Hoping for a more amicable and less violent 
solution, police have yet to forcibly remove 
protestors, leaving both sides in a standoff at 
the site. According to Hirsch, HPD lawyers are 
preparing a defense if injuries should occur 
when, inevitably, they must physically remove 
the pothole’s defenders, including numerous 


elderly participants. At the same time, a CAC 
team led by local historian Judith Babbage 
is following a line of inquiry that may prove 
legendary Sag Harbor author John Steinbeck 
actually wrote about the pothole in an 
early draft of his classic 1962 novel Travels 
with Charley. 

“This pothole has been vexing local motorists 
for 65 years,” Babbage said. “It’s a part of 
Sag Harbor’s historic character, and once we 
prove Steinbeck put it in his most celebrated 
book, there’s no way anyone will allow them 
to fill it.” 

Hirsch says HPD and the Municipal Board 
are aware of what they’re calling “the Steinbeck 
defense,” and they, too, have a team investigating 
the matter. “We don’t buy it,” Hirsch 
explains. “But even if it is true, this is about 
public safety, which trumps a few words in an 
unpublished draft. Besides, the hole should be 
gone soon, well before anyone can verify these 
crazy claims.” 

The clock is ticking. &&

Kick Out the Mute Swans and Bring in the Trumpeter Swans

ou may remember the shocking attempt by 

the State of New York two years ago to pass 
laws ordering the slaughter of all the mute swans 
across the state. Here in the Hamptons, pairs of 
mute swans live majestically in town ponds in the 
center of our communities. They mate for life, and 
we watch them build nests and hatch their young, 
raise them and then parade with them around in 
our ponds, the little ones stringing along in a line 
behind their parents. Why kill them? 

The authorities say the mute swans can turn 
quite vicious when you get too close, and that 
is true. They also say that when mute swans 
arrive at a pond where they want to settle, they 
completely take it over and drive off other birds 
and creatures that want to make nests there. 
They say mute swans eat voraciously tremendous 
amounts of food, plants, roots and things, and 
in doing so make a huge mess, leaving as much 
torn-up food uneaten as they eat. And they are 
not indigenous to America. Instead, they arrived 
here from Belgium in the 1890s, brought in cages 
by rich Europeans who built mansions in the

Hamptons and felt that the Belgian mute swans 
would be beautiful decorations for the little 
ponds that grace our communities. 

-And then, this happened. Four years ago, a 
mute swan nesting in a pond in Chicago attacked 
and killed a kayaker. The man was not wearing 
a life vest and the swan pecked him until he 
fell overboard and then, as he struggled in the 
water, continued to peck him until, well, the man 
disappeared beneath the water and drowned. 
Enough was enough. 

In the end, New York State backed off from 
their deadly plans for the mute swans. They did 
pass laws, but they are for someday in the future, 
and they will allow some to stay but not others. It 
seems that fight is over, at least for now. 

Well, we all still visit our town swans from time 
to time. If the mute swans hiss, we back off. It’s a 
careful thing. And apparently this love affair we 
have with these waterfowl will continue for quite 
a while, anyway. 

But now I have read a story in The New York 
Times on Tuesday that talked about another 
kind of white swan. It is called a trumpeter 
swan. It was the original indigenous species in

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the United States and Canada when the white 
men got here. Larger than the mute swan—is 
that possible?—they were virtually wiped out 
by 17th century European hunters who got here 
and decided to kill them and cook them, putting 
them on the bottom rung of the endangered 
species list in recent years. And yet, here they 
are in this story, surviving and now making 
a dramatic comeback in northern Michigan, 
Ontario, Canada and other places. The comeback 
was begun by environmentalists in Michigan 
who began mating some of the few left, and 
then switched trumpeter eggs with mute swan 
eggs so the mutes would unknowingly hatch 
those eggs into ponds everywhere in Michigan. 
The American environmental program to do 
this ran out of money, but some Canadians took 
the unhatched eggs and, up in Ontario, tricked 
the local mutes into hatching them anyway, 
and in this way, every year, there are more and 
more trumpeter swans. There are hundreds, even 
thousands of them now, and some have even 
been seen now as far east as upstate New York. 
The Times interviewed a 95-year-old Canadian 
named Bev Kingdom, who has given names to 
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all the trumpeter swans in her nearby pond. It’s 
quite something. 

The beauty of trumpeter swans is unparalleled. 
They can weigh 40 pounds. They can spread their 
wings seven feet. They are the largest waterfowl 
in the world. And they even look stunning. They 
sport black feet and black beaks. They forage for 
grain left over in fields after the harvests. They 
eat daintily and they hold their necks in the heart 
shape just as mutes do. Trumpeters will back 
away from mutes, and will fly off to find new 
nesting grounds. 

It occurred to me—a scandalous thought—that 
perhaps our mute swans could be replaced by 
these larger and even more beautiful trumpeters. 
They are peaceable swans. They make loud 
noises, beautiful, trumpeting noises. Would 
people object to the noise? 

They are the original species. They are entitled. 
As a side note, I also read about another kind 
of big white swan, called a tundra swan. It is 
a smaller swan than either the trumpeter or 
the mute, and less spectacular. But it isn’t as 
beautiful. For example, instead of holding their 
necks in a graceful arch like one half of a heart 
as the mutes and trumpeters do, the tundras 
hold their necks straight up. Tundras bend their 
necks to nibble some food, then hold it in their 
beaks straight up. They then shiver to get the food 
down. No ballerinas, these swans. 

There is also a long list of other creatures in our 
ponds. No tundras are here, but there are mallard 
ducks, canvasbacks, geese, herons, loons, egrets, 
etc. All have lived peaceably. But when mutes 
come...Well, recently environmentalists found a 


pair of mutes lovingly occupying a big nest they’d 
built in the center of a group of smaller nests 
now abandoned by geese who the mutes had 
scared off. I think that was in Michigan. This is a 
big problem. 

As I began to look into this, I realized that 
there is only one person in the United States 
who should make this decision about who goes 
and who stays. It is Donald Trump. As you 
read about this further, you might try to second 
guess him and decide which creatures in the 
swan world are the Mexicans, or the Iranians, 
or the Muslims, or the African Americans, or 
the Chinese or the “dreamers.” Who among the 
swans is in the entertainment business or the 
|media business? 

There are snapping turtles in many of our 
ponds. They live just below the surface, coming 
up for air occasionally, but among other things, 
they feast on baby swan legs that paddle these 
darlings forward as they struggle behind their 
parents. The turtle bites can lead to disaster in 
the swan world. But the mutes soldier on. Those 
turtles are the predators of the mutes. And native, 
I believe. There are snakes in the ponds that 
slither about. And there are, up above, occasional 
groups of seagulls or shorebirds circling around 
eager to swoop down and grab the little fishes 
swimming peaceably in the ponds—all native 
fish—and fly off. 

Little water bugs tiptoe along on the surface 
of the ponds, not bothering anybody. In the 
summer, there are mosquitoes. 

The tundra swan speaks, making a strange 
“00-00-00—o00” sound. The trumpeter is really 
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loud, almost a shriek. The mutes can grunt and 
whistle as well as hiss. Otherwise they are silent. 

The mute has an orange beak with a black knob 
atop it at the base, between the eyes. When the 
female is ready to lay eggs, the male’s black knob 
gets bigger. He becomes fiercer, defending the 
nest, sometimes to the death. You never know. 
And of course, obnoxious amounts of excrement 
from the mutes fouls the pond, and they don’t 
clean up after themselves. 

When the female mate of either a mute or 
a trumpeter dies, the male often will choose a 
younger new female as a mate. If the death is 
a male, then the female will also choose a new 
mate, but if it is a younger male, the younger 
male will move into her nest rather than the 
other way around. Divorce is rare but not 
unheard of. 

There are elvers in Town Pond—baby eels— 
which get born in a birthing spot in the Caribbean 
Sea and somehow get here, illegally, of course. 
There are alewives, a kind of fish. I think there 
are bunker fish. 

There used to be along the shore of some of 
our ponds a variety of wetland plants including 
reeds, sedges, ladies tresses orchid and other 
rare wildflowers, but the mutes have got most 
of them. 

So there you have it. We have to leave all this 
to our great leader. A wall? They'll fly over it. 
Drones and soldiers? Maybe. Different numbers 
of different groups allowed? A maximum? 
Of course. This country is “full,” as Trump 
said last week. I think he was referring to 
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Little Us

to delve its depths and say hi to those living on 
some of the other planets. 

First of all, there is the news that flying off 
to meet these extraterrestrials, or even taking a 
shorter visit to the space station, might be bad 
for you—even if lots of precautions have been 
taken. One of our astronauts, Scott Kelly, spent 
340 days on the International Space Station 
before coming down in early April, and because 
he has a twin brother, Mark, who also is an 
astronaut but didn’t go, it occurred to NASA 
scientists ahead of this mission to constantly 
monitor both of them—taking blood samples, 
examining urine and testing them for cognitive 
alertness by having them play computer games, 
memory challenges and reaction speeds—during 


this nearly one year when one of them would be 
in space. They even measured the changing shape 
of their eyes during this period. 

What they found was rather alarming. Scott, 
up in space, became a lot slower with memory, 
speed of reaction and games. He started out the 
equal of his brother, he returned with a mental 
deficit that had not shown much improvement 
even six months later. There were also some sort 
of mutations going on with Scott’s DNA. His 
immune system fired off a lot of new signals. And 
his microbiome was found to host a new species 
of bacteria, although after his return most of 
these physical and biological changes faded away. 

It suggests, however, that if we discover a new 
planet and they say hi and we say hi and we send 
off some astronauts to get there to make further 
contact, they may not remember why they were 
sent there when they arrive. 


Meanwhile, there is a photograph of a black

hole. It’s being reprinted all over the internet and 
in newspapers. The picture was made through a 
scientifically weird process for a long exposure 
time—three years—because black holes had been 
thought to be invisible. Turns out, if you really 
work at it, they are not invisible. The black hole 
in the photo is the shape of a Dunkin’ Donut or 
Cheerio, standing on end. The upper side is black 
and the underside is fiery red. It’s pretty clear 
that you really don’t want to be in the hollow 
center of this thing or otherwise anywhere near 
it. It will swallow you up in a flash. And then YOU 
will be invisible. Maybe. 

The scientists who wanted to photograph this 
black hole did find a way to get it to stand still 
long enough to have its picture taken, that is 
clear. So having done so, they felt themselves 
responsible enough to get to name it. They have 
called it M87(asterisk). The (asterisk) is silent. So 
just say M87. 
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Others, however, are not happy giving such a 
nothing name to something that has never been 
seen before. They think it deserves more. One 
professor, the AP reports, wants it named after 
a Hawaiian chant—call it “Powehi.” This means 
“the adorned fathomless dark creation” in that 
language, which now that the black hole has 
been photographed is technically not true. The 
Hawaiian name was suggested because some 
of the work photographing it was done at the 
Maxwell Telescope atop a volcano on Mauna 
Kea, Hawaii. 

There is a naming contest going on for another 
entity, that tiny, icy planet circling our sun. Let 
the public choose between three names that 
this important astronomical outfit known as 
the IAU (International Astronomical Union) has 
apparently been unable to agree on amongst 
themselves. One choice is “Gonggong,” which is 
the name of a Chinese water god with red hair 
and a tail. Or call it “Ville,” which is a Nordic 
deity and brother of Odin. Or maybe call it 
“Holle,” a European winter goddess of fertility. 
Your vote counts! 


retty clear that you really 
want to be in the hollow 
center of this thing or anywhere 
near it.

Whether the black hole should get a name, 
though, is another matter and is probably not 
a good idea, though. Whatever this is, it is big 
and can get angry. It gobbles up everything, even 
light, and all of it is never seen again. Better if we 
got it to take a selfie and send it our way with a 
friendly note indicating what he likes himself to 
be called, or what she likes herself to be called. 

Other things we have discovered in the last 
few weeks include a far-away dead star being 
forlornly circled by a fragment of the remains of 
a planet that got torn apart. It’s a macabre scene. 
The dead star, now officially known as a white 
dwarf, has done its best and is now freezing to 
death, perhaps waiting for that black hole to suck 
it and its fragment away. Oh, how awful to be 
helplessly stranded on that fragment. The New 
York Times says that the fragment could be a 
mile across or a hundred miles across—I guess 
there was a problem getting the camera focus 
right—and the white dwarf that it is circling is “a 
smoldering cinder.” Most of it is very cold, but 
around the edges it still burns. Sort of like food 
that got microwaved badly. 

Finally, scientists have reported on something 
happening to a formerly friendly and nearby 
red dwarf star called Proxima Centauri—only a 
few million light years away. They’ve detected 
a wobble, what appears to be its reacting to 
the gravity of a circling planet they found in 
2016, National Geographic reported, and now 
mathematicians and astronomers say there is 
evidence that there may be two alien planets 
circling it, both bigger than us. The newer of 
the two they call Proxima c, and if it’s there, 
it’s six times larger than us. It’s also pretty 
cold there, but there is also evidence of signals 
that scientists have detected, which are possibly 
being shared among the planets circling 
Proxima Centauri. 

How dare these planets send messages to one 
another and not to us. §& 
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Overfished? 


One Report Says No, They Have Swum Away for Cooler Water

study appeared recently in the journal 

cience that has serious ramifications for the 

East End. It stated that from 1930 to 2010 the 

total number of metric tons of fish in the ocean 
declined by 4%. 

“That 4% decline sounds small,” said Chris 
Free, who led the team that created the study. 
“But it’s 1.4 million metric tons of fish.” 

Free was interviewed in The New York Times. 
The article was titled “The World Is Losing 
Fish to Eat as Oceans Warm, Study Finds.” It 
was a tremendous study involving hundreds of 
locations and tens of thousands of data points 
around the globe. 

The study was designed to separate the effects 
of warming waters from other factors, like 
overfishing. So it was a clear study of what the 
warming waters had done. 

“Fish are like Goldilocks,” one of the study’s 
coauthors, Malin Pinsky, told the Times. “They 
don’t like their water too hot or too cold.” And 
if the water warms, they will swim to where they 
find the water more to their liking. 

The study is so thorough, it could break 
out the changes by fish species. Some species 
actually increased in certain places and some 
decreased. And it broke out the data by ocean 
and even by which part of the ocean. Ocean 
water temperatures were not all rising uniformly 
around the globe. And the increase or decrease 
of the fish population could be measured. And 
here’s where a statement in the Times article hit 
me like a ton of bricks. The two areas with the 
greatest loss of fish population during this 40-year 
study period were the Sea of Japan and the 
northeast Atlantic Ocean, where fish populations 


fell by, in some cases, an astounding 35%. 

And we all were told the decline in the 
fisheries was our fault. It’s been beaten into the 
heads of our local fishermen by certain parties 
at the National Marine Fisheries Service that 
all would be fine if the fishermen did not break 
the law and take too many fish of a certain 
species. Indeed, at certain times over the years 
the NMFS unit that polices the fishermen has 
seemed to consider them the enemy, needing 
to be punished for even the slightest infraction. 
There was a period of about 10 years when 
officers might seize a fisherman’s pickup truck 
for even the most trivial infraction. It got so bad 
that it became a scandal. 

Headquarters for the NOAA unit covering 
the East End was based in Connecticut, 
and a newspaper in Gloucester, Massachusetts, 
reported about numerous cases where 
fisherman complained they were being treated 
like criminals, or worse. Testimony stated that 
the fisherman had been “subjected to unfair 
treatment, cited for seemingly arbitrary violations 
and charged exorbitant fines.” This money— 
more than $8.4 million was in there by the end 
of 2009—was part of the investigation, since 
the NOAA actually retained the proceeds from 
the enormous penalties they were handing out. 
“It is very troublesome that there is inadequate 
auditing of this money, which is deposited into 
the Asset Forfeiture Fund...We should question 
whether allowing the agency to keep those 
collected penalties provides some sort of perverse 
incentive for officials to levy excessive fines?” 

Regarding the climate change study and 
situation, I spoke to Emerson Hasbrouck, a 
biologist with the Cornell University Fisheries 
Office in Riverhead. Indeed, “summer flounder 


and black sea bass distribution has shifted 
northward due to global warming,” he: said, so 
fisherman from the south have come north into 
these waters to fish for them. Meanwhile, I don’t 
believe our local fishermen were allowed to fish 
for what the southerners were landing. 

As I said, this study carves out the effect of 
overfishing. The 35% decline is entirely about 
the fish migrating elsewhere, leaving us with 
less fish overall. And so it is hard to imagine that 
overfishing would involve any great numbers, 
especially after the years of punishment doled 
out by the state DEC and the federal NMFS in 
those bad years. 

The early years of Dan’s Papers and 
The Montauk Pioneer are now online at 
NYHistoricNewspapers.org, and if you go and 
look us up, you will find many stories about 
Montauk Harbor and the giant swordfish, 
sailfish, striped bass and tuna caught on rod and 
reel and bushels of porgies and cod brought in by 
happy open boat fishermen from up island during 
those years. 

One week featured a photo I took of a 20-foot- 
long two-ton shark lying dead on the dock at 
Salivar’s in Montauk, with his mouth partly 
open and his giant tongue hanging out onto the 
deck from between his razor sharp teeth on that 
side. The killer had come in lashed to the side of 
Frank Mundus’s fishing boat, which was listing 
to that side because of the weight. It couldn’t be 
considered a world record, though. Although it 
was heavier than the current world record, it-was 
ineligible because Frank had it shot with a rifle. I 
ran it on the front page.

Honoring Resistance on Holocaust Remembrance La

, & 1940, the Nazis sealed 450,000 Jewish 
people in the Warsaw Ghetto. A clandestine 
group of journalists, scholars and community 
leaders decided to band together and fight back. 
Led by Emanuel Ringelblum, the Oyneg Shabes 
used the power of the pen to resist the Nazis, 
resulting in an archive of documents that lives 
on to this day. The remarkable story of the 
Oyneg Shabes archive is brought to life in the 
documentary Who Will Write Our History, 
written and directed by Roberta Grossman. The 
Jewish Center of the Hamptons will present a 
screening of the film on Holocaust Remembrance 
Day this Sunday, April 28. 

Grossman, a documentarian who majored 
in history at University of California, Berkeley, 
believes that the film carries a vital message. 
“This story is important to tell in this day and 
age because the story of the archive is about a 
group of people willing to risk their lives for the 
truth,” she says. There is, in this day and age of 
“fake news,” an unwillingness by some to accept 
facts they simply don’t like the sound of—and 
that has led to a scary rise in intolerance. “I 
think what I’m experiencing is not just the rise 
of antisemitism but intolerance for the ‘other,” 
Grossman says. “There’s a general intolerance 
that’s been let loose in our country and the world 
and a swing to the right that I find very terrifying, 
and antisemitism is part of that package.” 

Rabbi Joshua Franklin of the Jewish Center 
of the Hamptons echoes Grossman’s thoughts. 


“I mean, clearly there is a surge in antisemitic 
incidents that are going on across our country, 
let alone the world—France in particular, 
there’s a heightened level of danger,” he says. 
“There’s been recent polling that shows a real 
unfamiliarity among Americans about the 
Holocaust. A large chunk of the population 
thinks the number [of deaths] is exaggerated 
and that’s scary.” 

The idea that the Holocaust is being 
downplayed by some is a scary sentiment. 
Franklin hopes that the film will help foster 
interest in learning about the Holocaust. “We 
always want to do something that captivates the 
community and remember the Holocaust each 
year,” Franklin says. “We thought, the way the 
film directed, the way it’s and shot the story 
it tells...it’s something people haven’t heard. 
It also emphasizes the importance of keeping 
memory alive. We’re looking forward to sharing 
with our community.” 

Before the screening of Who Will Write Our 
History, there will be a candle lighting honoring 
those lost in the Holocaust. “Jews light memorial 
candles to commemorate the deaths of loved 
ones,” Franklin explains. “When a soul departs 
this world it leaves behind a void of darkness. 
These memorial candles symbolically rekindle 
the memories of life that were snuffed out during 
the Holocaust.” 

Franklin hopes that as Holocaust Remembrance 
Day approaches, everyone will remember an 
important message. “I would emphasize that 
one of the most profound commandments is the 
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idea to remember,” he says, emphasizing that 
there are few Holocaust survivors still living. 
“It’s all about remembering and keeping that 
narrative going.”

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HONORING the ARTIST 


This Week’s Couer Actist: Pamela Neceae 


amela Topham’s tapestry art is intricately 

detailed and visually stunning. This week’s 
cover, “Lise’s Morning,” has an East End origin, 
like much of Topham’s work. 


What is the inspiration for this piece? 

A while ago, my friend KarenLise Bjerring 
sent me the most intriguing Christmas card, a 
photograph from her east-facing window. The 
sky is similar to mine, a mile away, but Lise 
lives on a lily pond with reflections, lily pads 
and mists. The card was not tossed out with the 
others, but hung around on the refrigerator, on 
my worktable. Last summer, I started a tapestry 
based on the photo. When I was about a quarter 
done, I was struggling with the relationship 
between the tapestry and the photo. The piece 
was put aside for a few months. Usually I don’t 
work from photographs, as it tends to make me 
attempt to be too literal. Abandoning the piece 
was unlikely, and I don’t like to start a new piece 
and leave other work unfinished. So I had to face 
the dilemma. Putting the photograph aside, I 
sought to express the atmosphere, not the actual 
image. Then it became a conversation between 
the bare trees in front of the splendid sky. 


Talk about your artistic process. 

Sometimes there is a backlog of ideas for 
tapestries, other times I have to hunt for a place to 
begin. Usually there are multiple site visits—early 


morning or evening provide the best 
light. There are a variety of sketches, 
sometimes a few photographs. This 
information is compiled into a 
colored pencil drawing. The drawing 
is the basis for the tapestry. If it’s a 
large tapestry, I create a cartoon that 
is placed behind the warp where I 
weave on the loom. This is a basic, 
full-scale outline of the forms in the 
tapestry. A few years ago, I wove 
tapestries from a memory—in a 
24’ wood sailboat in a gale in Block Island 
Sound that was trying to get into Montauk, but 
blown north. When considering tapestry, time 
is spent on the yarns for the colors and textures 
of the tapestry. Most of my wool comes from 


Australia, Norway and Sweden. The silk is dyed - 


in Vancouver. Then, there is the yarn from Japan 
that is a work of art in itself! Typically, I weave 
with three to five fine yarns on the bobbin. This 
gives a subtle variety of texture. 


What draws you to tapestry work? 

I love the process, interpreting the landscape in 
textures and colors of yarns of silk and wool. The 
tools, handmade tapestry bobbins in a variety of 
woods, feel wonderful in my hands. Sometimes 
after working through a difficult design, I slip 
into a state in which magic happens. There 
is great satisfaction in artistically preserving 
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vulnerable eastern Long 


How does living on Long Island 
inform your art? 

We are surrounded by water. 
Water is in most of my East End 
tapestries—some are mostly water. 
Some tapestries are dedicated 
to farms. There is a_ six-foot 
“Sagaponack Tapestry” of farmland 
from Hedges Lane to the ocean. 
A series of Sagg Pond tapestries are recent 
and Accabonac Harbor was the basis for about 
20 tapestries. 


How did you get started doing art? 

Art was always my inclination. As a child, I had 
an art “studio” in the attic of the house. My gifts 
were often art supplies. Tapestry weaving started 
after studying the extraordinary textiles while 
living in Guatemala. 


lf you were not an artist, what would 
you do? 

This is hard to imagine. Since I am also a 
sommelier, maybe I would travel the world, 
tasting wine.

Sawyer Spielberg Makes “Art” on the East End Stage 


t’s a cliche to say that someone is “surprisingly 

grounded” or “refreshingly down to earth,” but 
those really are the phrases that come to mind sitting 
down with Sawyer Spielberg, the youngest son of 
the legendary (yes, another cliche) filmmaker Steven 
Spielberg. The actor grew up around one of the most 
storied names in cinema, and his father’s passion and 
love for his craft clearly rubbed off on Spielberg—but 
there’s no sense that he’s riding on the coattails of his 
famous name. Sawyer Spielberg will appear in Our 
Fabulous Variety Show’s production of Art by Yasmine 
Reza at Guild Hall from April 25—May 5, where East 
End audiences will be able to see this promising young 
talent’s passion and drive live onstage. 


Title Wave 


One of the most telling things about speaking with 
Spielberg about Art is how excited he is to dive deep 
into the nitty-gritty of rehearsal. “We have a lot of 
discovering to do,” Spielberg says. “When your team 
is strong, it makes everything a lot easier.” The play, 
about three friends who come into conflict over a 
curious painting, also stars other actors familiar to the 
Hamptons theater scene, including Joe Pallister and 
Edward Kassar. “I love Joe, I love working with him,” 
Spielberg says. “I’ve never worked with Eddie before... 
to get to work with both of those guys together onstage, 
it’s going to be really exciting for me.” Art is being 
directed by Jenna Mate, who was Spielberg’s high school 
drama teacher. “She taught an acting workshop,” he

But Spielberg 
didn’t really start 
to think about 
acting as a career 
until well after 
high school, 
which might be 

surprising given his 
upbringing. instead, Spielberg spent his teen years 
simply being a teen. “I was more into the process 
of leaving high school,” Spielberg says. “I was into 
sports, and my girlfriend at the time.” In fact, as a kid, 
Spielberg had no aspirations of being in show business. 
“I wanted to stay as far away from the Hollywood 
industry as possible,” Spielberg explains. “I remember 
as a kid I wanted to do everything but that! I want to 
get into engineering, do something that is completely 
on the other side of it because there was so much of 
that going on growing up that it was too overwhelming 
for me.” 

Eventually, Spielberg did decide he wanted to be 
an actor, and his parents, including actress mom Kate 
Capshaw, were supportive. “They gave me enough 
space to sort of figure it out,” he says. Early on, 
Spielberg used a stage name. “I had an interesting 
journey with my last name,” he muses. “I went by 
Sawyer Avery for a long time, for the first three years, 
because I did want to turn the volume down and I 
wanted to just focus on the acting, and I didn’t want the 
noise of having such a big last name. But then I gained 
enough confidence and I stopped caring about what 
other people thought, and I started to really love acting 
more, the process more and then I was just like, f--k it! 
I’m a Spielberg. It’s who I am....I just own it.” Spielberg 
trained at the Atlantic Theater Company, which is 
home to acting luminaries such as William H. Macy. 

Spielberg’s acting endeavors have even led him to 
appear in one of his father’s films, The Post, in 2017. 
He notes that working on the film was an exciting 
experience, but that both father and son had some 
jitters. “I was very nervous about working with my dad. 
Because, you know, how can you have a professional 
relationship with your father? My dad tried to teach 
me to drive and got too nervous!” he jokes. But 
the experience ended up being a positive one for 
them; Spielberg played a protestor and performed a 
monologue. One of his favorite parts about filming 
with his father was getting to see his process. “I stayed 
on set afterwards for a few hours. It was really a 
privilege,” he says. ; 

While it’s always tempting to steer the conversation 
with a superstar’s child back to said superstar, 
Spielberg’s love for his craft and his work makes him a 
compelling subject all his own. “The dynamic between 
me, Joe and Eddie is going to be dynamite,” Spielberg 
says of Art. “I’m really excited about the three of us 
onstage at Guild Hall. Our chemistry together is going 
to be really fun to watch.” ga

First word (or words) that comes to mind when you 
hear ‘Taste of Summer:” 

Fresh, healthy and light food. I love all the bounty of 
summer—corn, tomatoes, cucumbers... 


You can invite three people, living or dead, to your 
dinner party. Who are they, and what would that 
meal be? 

Definitely my three grandparents who have passed. 
They had such an influence on who I am and what I’ve 
become. Food, to me, is about family and hospitality. 


What’s your favorite dish to prepare, and do you 
enjoy eating it as much as preparing it? 

I enjoy making summer salads, corn, peppers, farro, 
cucumbers, tomatoes, chickpeas, lemon, olive oil and 
basil. Very easy to do and the flavors are amazing. 


What is the best piece of advice you've ever been 
given? 

What we do isn’t a sprint—it’s a marathon. It takes 
training and a team mentality to execute day in and day 
out. If you take the time to mentor, train and empower 
your staff, your life will be exponentially easier. 


Who do you most admire in the food world and why? 

For this, I go back to the days when I started cooking. 
I used to watch Alton Brown on the Food Network and 
always appreciated his scientific methods on cooking. 
If you can understand where or when you made your 
mistake and then grow from that experience, cooking

becomes a series of timing and steps. It becomes much 
easier at that point. 


What is going to be the “next big thing” on the East 
End food scene? 

Gluten-free everything. We use Cup4Cup [gluten- 
free flour] in 90% of our flour items and it works 
perfectly. Gluten-free isn’t really a new talking point, 
but the products that chefs have access to have become 
much easier to adjust recipes. 


Tell us a secret... 

I like to use colatura anchovy juice in 
my food. It’s the Mediterranean version of 
fish sauce. 


What’s the oddest request you've ever received 
from a diner? 

One time I had someone give me a card with 
a list of 15 allergies. They couldn’t have any oil, 
sesame, mushrooms, salt, pepper, soy, eggs, gluten, 
nuts, peanuts...They asked to be accommodated by us 
steaming some broccoli and fish. No problem! About 
10 minutes after the order was placed, the server came 
to me and asked if we could add some fries to the order. 
I told them that we only did fries one way, in canola oil. 
The guest was fine with that, as long as they didn’t have 
salt on them. 


What’s the ultimate cocktail? 
Peach Bourbon Smash—like a mint julep with citrus 
and peaches. 


What's your comfort food and why? 

Granola. It’s come a long way from the health food 
gravel it used to be. I eat it as a snack instead of ice 
cream or sweets. 


What recent travels have inspired you? 

Last spring I visited the Champagne region of France. 
Wonderful rustic country cuisine, and the flavors were 
delicious and simple. 


What is the most memorable thing you’ve ever 
tasted? 


CALISSA 


Durian. I went to Thailand 10 years ago and tasted 
everything that I could. Durian is infamous for its 
flavor and smell. I wouldn’t recommend the experience 
to anyone. 


What do you consider your greatest achievement? 
Having cooks, sous chefs and chef de cuisines 
leave our kitchens and become executive chefs 
in their own right. Nothing to me is better than 
mentoring someone and having them succeed in 


the future. 


If you were not a chef, what would you be doing? 
Something to do with engineering or science. I love 
to build, tinker and learn constantly. 


What has surprised you most about working in the 
East End culinary scene?. 

That all the chefs are a community and so 
friendly. The suppliers are amazing, especially 
Braun Seafood. 


What is your go-to karaoke song? 
The Hollies’ “Long Cool Woman (In a Black Dress).”

his week we're exploring Sag Harbor 

Village, which has been the hot area 
of the Hamptons for a few years now. And 
why not? It’s absolutely charming, with 
quaint streets, interesting shops, and the 
only deep-water port in the area. 

“Sag Harbor homes have so much 
soul, such old world charm, character 
and authenticity that you immediately 
feel grounded and at _ home,” 
exclaims Sotheby’s agent Christina Galesi, 
who lives and raised her children in Sag 
Harbor. “It’s like we’re lucky enough to 
inherit what the whaling era residents 
paved for us. The close proximity to your 
neighbors, to town, to the harbor, to the 
coffee shops, the 5 & 10, the hardware 
shop makes you feel your friendly 
community right beside you at all times. I 
just don’t feel that way in a soulless spec 
house in the woods.” 

Galesi’s buyers appreciate the town as much as she 
does: her listing pictured here, 5 Green Street, had 
competitive bids within the first few days, which went 
over the ask of $3.8 million, a deal was done by day 
seven and was in contract by day 14! The designer- 
renovated house is light and airy, with plenty of period 
touches retained, and sports a pretty garden with pool. 

“I can really speak from the heart about how much 
I love this village,” she adds. “It’s so rooted in history, 
so low key, so real and humble, yet so vibrant and fun. 
And because it’s a small town, I get to know everyone, 
which allows me to keep my finger on the pulse of
